t h e 
brightness and gloTy of holiday fes- 
tivities, Victoria was plunged into the 
darkness and horror of a terrible acci- 
dent, w&ich sent a thrill of unutterable 
sadness through the 
thousands 
of 
guests and filled the city with mourn- 
ing. 
An electric tram car on its way 
from the city to the'ecene of the mili- 
tary parade and sham battle, crashed 
through the Ellic Point bridge and 
without a moment's warning sixty-one 
souls were plunged into eternity. 
The

The carnival of sports at Victoria 
had for nearly a wee'k been doing 
honor to the queen's birthday and was 
just closing, but the management had 
planned to make the day the climax of 
the celebration. 
A military 
parade 
had been arranged to take place at 
Point Macauley, the rugged promontory 
that half girdles the harbor to the west 
of the city, and afterwards a sham bat- 
tle was to be given. 
Early in the after- 
noon the crowd began making its way 
toward the parade ground. 
The main 
route from the city is by the electric 
line, which crosses Victoria Arm on a 
bridge at Ellic point. 
The first car 
got 
over 
the 
Point 
Ellic 
bridge 
safely, but when the second, which 
was heavily laden, was about half way 
across, an ominous sound was heard 
tbat told of something giving 
way. 
The next instant the middle span of 
the bridge, about one hundred and 
fifty feet in length, swerved northward 
toward the gorge and the car went 
down with a terrific crash. 
The tide 
was high aifthe time and the car was 
completely submerged, going down into 
fully twenty five feet of water. 


The people, who were packed on the 
platform, were in the most fortunate 
positions. 
The majority of them that 
escaped injury from falling timbers, 
succeeded in 
saving themselves, 
as 
there 
was sufficient 
debris 
floating 
about to enable them to make their 
way to shore. Soon boats and carriages 
came from every direction loaded with 
men, who at once began the work of 
rescuing those who were struggling in 
the water and the unfortunates who 
were submerged in the car. 
The fire 
department also turned out and assist- 
ed materially in the work of 
rescue. 
Captain Grant's grounds and houses 
were thrown open to receive those 
apparently drowned. 
As soon as 
the 
bodies were taken from the water 
volunteers, acting under the direction 
of physicians, quickly arrived on 
the 
scene and began the work of resuscita- 
tion. 
In many cases their efforts were 
crowned with success. 


While many Victorians were on the 
fated car the majority were visitors and 
the work of identification was conse- 
quently difficult. 
Filty-seven 
bodies 
were identified. 
There are 
others 
whose names could not be ascertained 
and still others whose bodies have not 
yet been recovered from the water. 
Thousands of sorrowing friends and 
relatives 
crowded 
around 
the ap- 
proaches to the bridge, eagerly scan- 
ning each body as it was brought to 
land. 
Mothers, crazed by the loss of 
husbands or children, attempted to 
jump into the water in their eagerness 
to rescue their loved ones. 
As body 
after body was brought to the shore, 
crowds rushed forward to search each 
mangled face, yet dreading the possi- 
bility that it might be that of some one 
whom they hoped had escaped 
from 
the death trap. 


Twenty persons, known to have been 
on the bridge at the time of t i e acci- 
dent, are m'ssicf, and it is supposed 
that they bare perished. 
The car reg- 
ister shows niutt/ itres, and it is prob- 
able ihit over 125 people were on board 
of it. 
On the surface of the Victoria 
Arm struggling people Eou^.ht to gain 
the shore. 
Strong 
men and frail 
women battled for their lives. 
Hus- 
bands emerged from the wreck, only 
to find tbat their wives had gone down 
to death. 
Children were carried down 
by those who were stronger, and fathers 
who had struggled from beneath the 
debris of the bridge and carriages, re- 


turned to their doom in vain endeavors 
to rescue their babes. 


The waters of the arm for yards 
around were dyed red with blood and 
floating out to sea went corpse after 
corpse, borne on by the tide. 
The 
shrieks of men and screams of women 
and children filled the air and nerved 
the crowds of reEcuers on to eflorts 
that endangered life and limb. 
The 
number of carriages lost and the pas- 
sengers carried down in the wreck 
cannot be learned. 
It is claimed by 
many that fully 200 people went down 
with the span and that more than half 
of them perished. 


The rescued victims were, under the 
circumstances, 
almost 
miraculous. 
Among those saved were Mr. and Mrs. 
Foster, of Seattle. 
Mr. Foster 
stood 
on the outside of an electric car and 
his wife was seated within. 
When 
the car went down he jumped 
and 
dived. 
Coming up and catching a 
bridge 
timber 
he saw a lady rise 
near him. 
She was a Victoria woman 
who had accompanied himself and wife 
He then saw his wife's cloak 
appear 
upon the water. 
He called to a man 
to save her, and not in vain, for the 
man swam to Mrs. Foster's rescue and 
bore her to the land. 


Superintendent Wilson, of the Cana- 
dian Pacific I'ailway 
telegraph, was 
driving a carriage containing his wife 
and five children behmd the ill fated 
car. 
His vehicle was swept down and 
in a moment the entire family was 
struggling in the water. 
With rare 
presence of mind Mr. Wilson succeeded 
in saving his wife and four of the chil- 
dren. 
The fi'th child, a little boy, was 
wedged beneath some wreakage and 
drowned.

ONE HDNDRED TEARS. 


Tennessee Preparing to Observe 
Her Centennial. 


w i l l Hold a Grand Two Days' Celebra- 
tion, Inclnillns: a Killtary Display 
of Great SIa§:nltade. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., 
May 
27.—Great 
preparations are in progress for the cen- 
tennial celebration of Tennessee, which 
will occur on June 1 and 2 
The city 
is being decorated handsomely, 
and 
everybody is looking forward to one of 
the most notable demonstrations in the 
history of the state. 
There will be a 
grand parade and pageant on June 1, 
the Tennessee centennial day, and the 
ceremonies at the exposition grounds 
will be imposing and impressive. There 
will be a sunrise salute of sixteen guns, 
Tennessee being the sixteenth 
state 
adnkitted to the union, and after the 
parade a flag raising with a salute of 
one gun for every state in the union. 
The principal speaker for the occasion 
will be Hon. J . M. Dickinson, assistant 
United States solicitor general. 
The 
other speakers will be Hon. A. A. Tay- 
loi and Hon. E. W, Carmack. 
The 
difFerent societies will participate, and 
the exercises for the two days will be 
most elaborate and interesting. 


The president and cabinet, diplo- 
matic corps, governors of states and 
many other dignitaries have been in- 
vited, 
There will be a great 
military 
display of federal and state troops and 
a great coming together of the people 
of the state. 
An important feature of 
the exercises will be the formal inaug- 
uration of the Tennessee 
centennial 
exposition, which will not be 
opened, 
however, until May 1,1897. 
The expo- 
sition, while in celebration of the one 
hundredth anniversary of the state, 
will be of national and 
international 
importance and 
proportions. 
The 
buildings, several of which are already 
erected, will be of exceptional 
beauty 
and dimensions and the grounds 
will 
be rich with displays of 
flowers. 
Ap- 
plications for space for exhibits are 
coming in from all quarters of the 
globe. 
It was originally intended to 
open the exposition this year, but for 
better preparations the opening was 
postponed until May 
1 next 
year, 
which will not be a political year. 


W I L L P U S H T H E C A S E S . 
Governor Matthews and the Kacingr 
Associations. 


INDIANAPOLIS, 
May 
27.—Governor 
Matthews has determined to push the 
case against the Lake county racing 
associations through the supreme court 
at once, and it is now more than prob- 
able that the litigation will be disposed 
of by that body before the summer 
vacation. 
The governor and Attorney 
General Ketcham were in consultation 
over the case yesterday, and as eoon as 
the court convened the attorney gen. 
eral went before it and asked to have 
the case submitted on call and 
be 
advanced 
upoi^ 
the 
docket. 
The 
prayer was granted and the appeal ot 
the state from Judge Gillette's decision 
will thus be before the court as soon as 
it can be prepared. 
Under the rule 
the sixty days' limit will be ignored, 
and if the court follows this up by 
ordering the briefs filed at once, as it 
did in the other case, the decision may 
be handed down in twenty or thirty 
days. 
Both the attorney general and 
the governor seem confident of winning 
the case. 


C R E E 
I N D I A N S 


To Be Konnded Up and 
Taken to 
Canada. 


GKEAT FALLS, Mont. May 27.—Two 
troops of cavalry have been 
ordered 
from Fort Cuater to round up the Cree 
Indians so that they may be deported 
to Canada in accordance with recent 
federal legislation. 
The Croes say they 
will not go unless Canada 
proclaims 
amnesty for their participation in Ihe 
Reil rebellion. 
They lear drath sen 
tences if returned to Canada and prefer 
the alternative of fleeing to the moun 
thins. 


PITTSBURG, Pa , May 27.—There was 
no lagging on the part of the delegates 
to the national prohibition convention 
today. 
They were all astir bright and 
early and long before the hour for 
calling the convention to order 
had 
come the delegates had all assembled 
in Music hall at the exposition 
build- 
ing, and there were thousands ot pro- 
hibitionists 
from all parts 
of 
the 
country who had come to watch the 
proceedings. 
The 
galleries 
were 
crowded and so was the main floor. 
All were intensely interested. 
It was 
the seventh national convention of the 
party, and according to those old war 
horses of prohibition who have taken 
part in every national convention 
the 
party has ever held, it was the most 
exciting. 


Never before has the party had a 
question to settle which 
caused so 
much contention as has been developed 
here during the last few days over the 
money plank of the platform. 
A part 
of the delegates are strongly in favor of 
adopting a plank in the party platform 
declaring in favor of the free coinage 
of silver at a ratio of 16 to 1. 
This 
wing also desires to declare for the 
government ownership of railways and 
telegraph lines, for woman suffrage, for 
the abolition of trusts and monopolies, 
for restricted immigration, and as one 
of the leaders put it, for "everything 
that anybody wants." 
The opposing 
faction believes that the prohibition 
party should confine its declarations to 
the one issue of prohibition. And ever 
since the delegates began to assemble 
the war between the factions has been 
increasing in bitterness. 


The single issue, or gold 
standard 
faction, as it is called, scored the first 
victory last night in the 
committee, 
when it elected A. A. Stevens, of 
this 
state to act as temporary chairman 
of 
the convention. 
By this defeat the 
broad gauge, or free silver, - wing was 
only intensified in its desire to dom- 
inate. 


The leaders of each side had met 
before the hour calling the convention 
to order for the purpose of making a 
few final preparations for the fight in 
the convention hall. As the prominent 
men of the party came into the hall 
they were each in turn given an ova- 
tion of applause, and as the hour for 
calling the convention to order ap- 
proached the enthusiasm 
increased. 
It was long after 10 o'clock when 
Samuel Dickie, chairman of the nation- 
al central committee, stepped upon the 
platform and called the convention to 
order, and the divine blessing was 
asked by Rev. Louis A. Banks, D. D , 
of Brooklyn. 


The call of the convention was then 
read, after which H. L. Castle, of this 
city, made an address welcoming 
the 
delegates to the city. 
In the course of 
his address, Mr. Castle said: 


"Six months 
ago, 
through 
your 
executive 
committee, 
you were in- 
vited to come to Pittsburg. 
You ac- 
cepted our invitation, and now I have 
the honor of welcoming you to our 
city, as the representatives of an army 
of 300,000 of the most loyal and single 
hearted patriots, and of 600,000 of as 
devoted consecreated women as ever 
mustered under any banner or 
made 
warfare against any enemy. 
You have 
come from all sections of this vast 
country. 
From east, from west, from 
north, and from south, you have come 
to our splendid city of Pittsburg; the 
city whose natural boundaries include 
the spot 
where 
Washington 
first 
demonstrated 
his 
abilities 
to 
be 
leader 
of 
men; 
the 
city 
where 
the 
republican 
party 
in purity and truthfulness was borne 
for the saving of the country. 
Pitts- 
burg asked the privilege of 
entertain- 
ing the republican convention, but St. 
Louis opened a free bar, and modern 
republicanism could not 
resist 
the 
temptation of a free drink. 
We did 
not ask for the democratic convention, 
as Pittsburg has a horror for dead 
things. 
There is a great 
fitness 
in 
democracy's going to that city of the 
place where there is such 
splendid 
chance for a burying ground, 
beyond 
the possibility of contamination of air 
or water. 
I feel sure I speak the heart 
of Pittsburg when I welcome you 
to 
our city, and bid you by its 
industry 
and surroundings, that has made this 
city great, learn the road to greatness." 


Then after reviewing the history, 
progress and growth of the prohibition 
movement, he concluded us follows: 
"And may God Almighty 
bless your 
coming, and may an Almighty God 
through you curse and 
blight 
and 
wither and destroy the legalized liquor 
trafiBc, the greatest foe to God and 
humanity ever invented 
in nell or 
on earth." 


When the applause 
following this 
address had died 
away, 
Chairman 
Dickie made a brief reply, in which he 
thanked 
Mr. Castle and citizcns of 


chosen to act as temporary 
chairman 
by the national committee, Mr. A, A. 
Stevens, of Pennsylvania. 
When he 
had said this, Chauncey Dunn, of Cali- 
fornia, arose and said he had a minor- 
ity report to offer. 
He would present 
the name of E J . Wheeler and moved 
that it be substituted for that of 
Mr. 
Stevens. 
He was told to sit down by 
Mr. Dickie, but refused. 
An uproar 
followed, with cries of ' sit down." Mr. 
Stevens took the chair. 
Mr. Dunn re- 
fused to sit down and appealed from 
the decision of 
the chair. 
He was 
again told to sit down, and there was 
another storm of disapproval. 


"I'm asking Mr. Dickie to rule upon 
my appeal," yelled Mr. Dunn, "and we 
won't submit to this gag lule." 


There were cries from aU parts of the 
house for Mr. Dickie to come forward 
and make a ruling on the sppeal. 
He 
came out at length, amid hisses and 
howls, and said that there could be no 
appeal taken in an unorgan'zad body. 
Finally, 
for 
harmony's sake, 
Mr. 
Wheeler withdrew his name, after the 
pciltce had been called to eject unruly 
delegates. 
Mr. Wheeler was loudly 
cheered.

At the opening of the morning ses- 
sion today Judge Willson, of Philadel- 
phia, moved that the report of the 
committee on conference 
with the- 
ological seminaries in order to bring 
them into closer relation with the 
assembly be at once distributed, to give 
opportunity 
for 
more 
deliberation. 
Following is a summary of the report: 
As a result of the conference 
and 
correspondence, Princeton, Omaha and 
Dubuque seminaries and Lincoln uni- 
versity, in Pennsylvania, have literally 
or substantially adopted in whole or in 
part the recommendation of the assem- 
bly, looking to seminary control by the 
assembly and have either taken steps 
to 
secure 
appropriate 
legislation 
or 
expressed 
their 
willingness 
to 
do 
so. 
The 
Western 
Theological 
seminary, at Allegheny, has agreed to 
endeavor to obtain a general law which 
would accomplish the same end, and 
has appointed a committee for that 
purpose. 
The other seminaries, Mc- 
Cormack, Lane. Auburn and San Fran- 
cisico, have refused to consider the 
action taken last year. 
The plan of 
the committee has in view "an effec- 
tive, 
practical 
and 
constitutional 
method of safeguarding the teaching 
and property of the seminaries." 
The 
report says: 
" The plan 
is wise and 
legal and it in no manner directly or 
indirectly imperils existing trusts or 
involves any seminary in litigation, but 
commands itself as the beet methods 
yet devised to permanently secure the 
teaching and property of seminaries to 
the Presbyterian church." 


The report concludes thus: 
"The 
general assembly now exercises certain 
powers over all of the seminaries in 
ecclesiastical relationship with it. 
In 
view of the experience of the church 
with the compact of 1870, granting the 
assembly veto power upon the appoint- 
ment of seminary professors, and to 
the end that no question can be here- 
after raised touching the legality of 
that compact and the right of the as- 
sembly to act thereunder and enforce 
the same, it is the judgment of your 
committee that until the said compact 
of 1870 shall be made legal and effective 
by charter provisions to the satisfac- 
tion of the assembly, it is inexpedient 
for the assembly to exercise any power 
alleged to have been conferred on it by 
said compact." 


The committee preEented three reso- 
lutions for adoption: 


First—This general 
assembly 
re- 
affirms the action of the assembly of 
1895 and in view of the importance of 
the interests involved, declares that in 
their judgment the plan provided by the 
assembly of 1895 should be substan- 
tially adopted by all the seminaries. 


Second—Until the compact of 1870 
shall be made legal and effective to the 
satisfaction of the assembly and semina- 
ries, the assembly thinks it inexpedient 
to suspend the exercise of the powers 
alleged to have been conferred upon it 
by said compact over any seminary 
failing within a reasonable time to have 
said compact legalized. 
- Third—That the committee be dis- 
charged from further services. 


The report is signed on behalf of the 
committee, by Dr. S. A. 
Mutchmore, 
chairman, 


A minority report, signed by Dr. 
George L. 
Baker, 
of 
Philadelphia, 
recommended 
the compact of 1870 
The 
concurrent 
resolution 
No. 
9. 
assembly of 1869, in reference to synod- 
ical or assembly control of seminaries, 
and all acts of the assembly 
granting 
powers of self-control to seminaries, be 
rescinded 
It is also 
recommended 
that legislation be formulated 
which 
shall put into effect the assembly con- 
stitutional and charter rights 
over 
Princeton, Western, McCormack, Dan- 
ville, Dubuque, New York and Omaha 
seminaries, and Auburn, Lane and San 
Francisco seminaries be requested 
to 
grant the same rights to the assembly. 


The report of the majority contains 
an addendum in regard to the properly 
of Union seminary, in New 
York, 
which continues as follows: "We deem 
ii inexpedient to recommend the gen- 
eral assembly at the present time to 
enter in the matter of the endowment 
property of 
the seminary, 
choosing 
rather to leave the whole matter to the 
honor and stewardship of those now 
in charge of the seminary." 


The entire report makes a pamphlet 
of thirty-three pages, and the remaind- 
er of it consists of correspondence and 
communications had with the various 
Beminaries giving their decisions in the 
matter at issue. 


During the interval of the order of 
the day, a plan of co operation in the

Wells, who had been shot, Mrs. Mc- 


Glincy and her daughter, who had been 


stabbed to death by the asBassin, and 


the hired man and girl, who had beem 


habked to death with a hatchet. 


The interior qf the rooms where the 
bodies of the victims lay were be- 
spattered with blood and there was 
every evidence to show that the victims 
had made a desperate struggle for their 
lives. 
Page, 
finding 
that all 
were 
beyond help, notified the authorities in 
this city. 
One of the officers who re- 
turned to the city from the scene 
says: 


"The scene at the McGlincy home is 
one fearful almost beyond the powers 
of description. 
In the reception room 
was found the body of Wells. 
Evi- 
dently a terrible struggle had taken 
place between Wells and the assassin. 
Wells was shot two or three times. 


"In the reception room adjoining, no 
bodies were found, but the furniture 
was literally smashed into fragments, 
showing that a fearful fight had taken 
place there. 


"Adjoining the dining room was the 
apartment occupied by Mrs. McGlincy. 
There she was found, literally slashed 
to pieces with a hatchet. 
Blood was 
everywhere, and, as in the room of 
Wells, there were evidences of a terri- 
ble struggle having taken place between 
the poor woman and her fiendish son- 
in-law. 
The other victims were found 
in other apartments." 


The last seen of Dunham he was 
riding rapidly towards San Jose 
on 
horseback. 
Family troubles are said 
to have caused the murder. 
The only 
being in the house who escaped alive 
was a baby one month old, the child of 
Mrs. Dunham and the alleged murder- 
er. 
Colonel McGlincy was one of the 
California commissioners to the world's 
fair at Chicago.

About midnight last night the police 
were called to No. 28 John street by a 
report that Casper Keller was trying to 
kill his family and himself. 
When the 
oflficers arrived they found Keller lying 
in the back yard with a couple of bullet 
holes in his neck. 


He was taken to Hope hospital where 
Dr. Schräder attended him and Keller 
will get over it. 


The causes leading up to the affray 
are hard to get at, there being two 
sides to the story. 
A SKNTINBL report- 
er, in company with Humane Officer 
Schlaudroff, called at the house this 
morning to inquire into the matter, 
Mrs. Keller is a German woman who 
can speak but little English. 
She says 
that ever since she was first married to 
Keller he has abused her and tried on 
several occasions to kill her. 
She ex 
hibited a scar on the top of her head 
which she says her husband made with 
a club, and also said that he bad goite 
after her with a butcher kni^e. 


Some weeks ago Keller called at the 
police station and reported that he had 
gone home and found his wife and a 
boarder in a compromising 
position. 
He wanted them arrested, but nothing 
was done. 
A few days later Keller was 
arrested for being drunk. 
Neighbors 
say he never drank until this 
trouble 
occurred. 
KeUer claimed to Officer 
Schlaudroff that the boarder, Niemann, 
was causing all the trouble. 
Shortly 
after that Niemann found 
another 
boarding house, but he has been-at 
Keller's house several times since he 
moved. 


Yesterday afternoon Keller went to 
a neighbor and borrowed a revolver, 
saying he wanted it to kill Niemann. 


Last night he went home and laid 
the revolver in the grass in the back 
yard. 
Then he induced his wife to 
come out into the yard. 
No sooner 
had she stepped into the yard than 
Keller began shooting. 
She says he 
did not shoot at her or any of the chil- 
dren. 
He was drunk at the time, and 
it is supposed that he 
wanted 
to 
frighten her. 
While he was whirlinjK 
the revolver around and firing it ofi 
two of the bullets struck him in the 
back of the neck, inflicting wounds 
that are in no manner dangerous. 
As 
he fell upon the grass neighbors arrived 
and called the police 


Mrs. Keller denies any impiroper ac- 
tions with Niemann. 
She says her 
husband does not support his family 
and that she is obliged to take in wash- 
ing to make a living for her two little 
girls, aged seven and five years. 
She 
says she pawned her sewing machine 
recently at a grocery in order to pay a 
bill, much of which was for been which 
her husband had bought. 


Neighbors, however, tell the story en- 
tirely difierent, land 
almost without 
exception they take sides with the hus- 
band, claiming that he is the injured 
party. 
They say he has been a sober,/ 
industrious man until this trouble with 
Niemann occurred,and that Mrs. Keller 
is to blame for the whole affair. 
Hu- 
mane Officer Schlaudrofi will make a 
thorough 
investigatfon 
to 
find 
out 
whether or not the two children are 
having a suitable home and proper 
attention. 


Keller will recover from his injuries 
in a few days. 
Tho neighbors do not 
think he intended to kill either his 
family or himself.

Institute of Electrical Engineers. This 
light is whiter, more brilliant, and more 
intense than the arc light, and is pro- 
duced with a much smaller amount of 
electrical energy. 
Tesla further states 
that his apparatus has been greatly 
simplified, and he will soon have it 
ready for practical use. 


THE enormous growth of the daily 
press and the improvement in news 
facilities are shown by the arrange- 
ments that are being made for report- 
ing the proceedings of thé national 
political conventioiis. Thirty-six years 
ago, when Abraham Lincoln was nom- 
inated, one solitary telegraph operator 
sat in the convention hall and all the 
matter transmitted over the wire passed 
through his hands. At the coming 
conventions there will be 200 operators 
in attendance, and it is expected that 
the dispatches sent out will aggregate 
20,000,000 words. These figures indicate 
progress in a line which affects every 
intelligent American. 


IN electing Dr. Harizsll, of Louisiana, 
a bishop for Africa, the Methodist gen- 
eral conference indicated their deter- 
mination to do more 
aggressive 
missionary work than before. The 
conference retires Bishop Taylor, who 
is non-effective on account of age, and 
substitutes a new bishop in the full 
vigor of his powers. 
That this was 
necessary if an extensive missionary 
efiort was to be made and maintained 
in Africa by the Methodist body will 
be readily conceded. 
Africa ia an un- 
healthy country to send white men in 
the prime and vigor of life. 
A worn 
oiit bishop would be of less use in such 
a missionary field than anywhere else. 


It is "the iiTitatuig influence of tlie 
Washington government" that prevents 
him from squelching the Cuban rebel- 
lion, says Weyler. How sad this is! If 
he had had his own way, Weyler would 
probably have, butchered half the in- 
habitants of fair Cuba by this time. 
Humanity and civilization 
may be 
thankful that the simple, outspoken 
moral sentiment of private citizens of 
the United States has had such a re- 
straining effect on the conduct of the 
Cuban war. 
The same thing happened 
once before, in 1872, when Grant was 
president, except that then this senti- 
ment took the shape of a government 
remonstranca 


Vaoation Schools. 


More and nioro it is for.nd to bo iin- 
nnso and unsafe in our towns and cities 
to let the children run loose and un- 
tamed in the streets during tlio long 
summer vacation. 
To remedy the evil 
schools of various kinds, with instruc- 
tion different from the childi-en's regular 
studies, have been established in some 
of the cities and witli great success. 
The relief to the children's pju-cnts, to 
the farmers, giu'denors and country 
dwellers adjoining the towns in which 
these children live and have their be- 
ing, is untold. 
There is no greater 
nuisance in life than the idle schoolboy 
during summer vacation. 


The instruction in some of the vaca- 
tion schools includes di-awing, carpenter 
work, clay modeling and viu-ious me- 
chanical branches. 
For the smallest 
childi-en a kindergarten, with its useful 
and gentle teaching, is maintained. 
For girls part of the instruction in- 
cludes sewing and housekeeping. Tho 
chief difficulty to be met in establishing 
such classes would be the want of 
funds. In all eases boards of edvication 
could throw open the schoolhouses 
freely for centers of the instruction, but 
money would be needed to pay teachers 
and get needed material. 
To defray 
part of these expenses the usual meth- 
ods of giving entertainments, 
fairs, 
dramatic and musical evenings might 
be resorted to. For the rest, wealthy in- 
dividuals willing to do something for 
humanity Should help by generous sub- 
scriptions the vacation school, which 
would give useful knowledge to chil- 
dren and peace to everybody. Botanical 
classes in the open air w^ould be a noblo 
adjunct to the instruction.

Constitution of France. 


Unless President Faure dissolves'the 
French parliament, it will go on till 
1897, when it will 
expire legally. 
France's system of national government, 
although it was made nearly a century 
later than ours, trusts the common peo- 
ple still less than the founders of our re- 
public did. 


The French national assembly con- 
sists, like ours, of two bodies. They aro 
the chamber of deputies and the senate. 
These two together elect the president of 
France. He serves seven years unless his 
full term is shortened, as it sometimes 
is, by his assassination or resignation. 
By the time he finishes this term of 
Söven years, if he is sensible and knov/a 
when he has had enough, he is ready to 
quit. Thus there is not the same temp- 
tation to work for a second or oven a 
third term that lies before the president 
of the United States. 


It is the national assembly, however, 
that presents features most different 
from ours. The members of the chamber 
of deputies are elected for four years. 
The members of the senate are elected 
for different terms. There are 300 of 
them. 
Of these 225 are elected directly! 
by the people of the different depart- 
ments and colonies. The rest aro elected 
by the two parliamentary bodies which 
constitute the national assembly. Sev- 
enty-five of the senators serve for life. 
Thus, no matter what happens, the na- 
tional assembly is apt to be loaded down 
with certain venerable fossils who can- 
not be got rid of by any elective process 
and whom it would be uJiparliamentary 
to kill. 


All the members of the city council 
were present at the meeting la=t night, 
except Messrs. Tigar and Mohr, the 
latter of whom is now in Europe for a 
continental tour of a few 
montha 
After the reading of the prcceediaga of 
the previous meeting and the notifica- 
tion from the mayor of his approval of 
certain ordinarces passed by the coun- 
cil, City Comptroller BerghofF pub- 
mitted a report of the financial condi- 
tion of the city, which was read, as 
follows :

the queen of Korea.

J. J. O'Kelly, at present a member of 
the British parliament, was a newspa- 
per correspondent on board a filibusteu- 
steamer 23 years ago during the former 
Cuban rebellion. 
He was tried by al- 
leged court martial, exactly as the Com- 
petitor prisoners were tried.

While they delayed, news of his 
arrest reached New York, and hie re- 
lease was secm-ed. But how inimy inno- 
cent victims who have not O'Kelly's 
shrewd, and quick mental powerdiavo 
tho Spaniards executed illegally? 


" I have told the truth, and you know 
it," writes Creelman, tho expelled New 
York World corresijondent, in a piu'ting 
letter to Butcher Weyler. 
"A hundred 
corpses with bound arms lie within 
eight miles of your palace. I have given 
you the names, ages and occupations of 
most of them.

The total cash turned over for all 
funds by Charlea Sosenheimer, treasur- 
er, on May 1,1894. was $132.011 91. The 
total cash on hand turned over to me 
on May 1, 1896, $133 411 41. 


If it is a fact, as stated by the last 
administration, that with a cash bal- 
ance of $132 011,91, turned over to them 
h y Sosenheimer, there was a deficiency 
of $15,000, then with the present 
amount of $133 411.41 on hand, there 
can be no surplus to divide or use, and 
in order to meet all the obligations, I 
would advise that strict economy bta 
practiced in every department, and 
iione of them overstep the appropriti- 
tions made for 1896. 


There seems to be something wrong 
in the collection of delinquent taxes 
and p eddlers' and auctioneers' licensesi 
which sh luld be remed led as soon as 
possible, 
I believe the city is lofciog 
considerable money 
i r o m 
the above 
sources. 


First, the delinquent taxes upen the 
county duplicate, including the April 
installment of dellnquincies, show due 
to the city and county an amount of 
about $130,000. 
The city's proportion 
of this is about $63,000, and the couaty 
treasurer is doing his best to have theru 
collected, but it seems to be impossibL^ 
under the present law, which allows but 
4 per cent, to the treasurer for collec 
tion, to hire any competent man to d > 
the work, aud 1 would suggest that, if 
possible, a compvomise be made by the 
city and county commissioners with the 
county treasurer to allow him from 3 
to 4 per cent, additional fees so he 
might pay two good collectors and try 
to clear the duplicate from delinquen 
cies and at the bame time increase the 
revenues of both county and city iunds. 
If this habit of non-enforcement of tax 
laws continues it will be but a short 
time when no laxes are paid on personal 
property and real estate will have to 
carry all the burden. 


The law in regard to peddlers, which 
demands a license of sixty dollars per 
year, is practically prohibitory, and as 
such, I think not only unconstitutional 
but unjust, and the natural conse- 
quence of this is that the city of Fort 
Wayne today is overrun with peddlers 
of any and all kinds, who cannoi take 
out a sixty dolhir license, and therefore 
do not take out any at all, aud peddle 
their goods in spite of all prohibitory 
laws. 


To this I would suggest that fchia 
ordinance be s j nmended as to giv.* 
the mayor a right to grant peddlers' 
licenses for any lergtb of time, based

upon a ratio of faixty dollars per an- 
num, and if this is done, eQl0TCt^ the 
laws to the letter and make every 
peddler pay up or leave the city. Tbe 
home merchants who pay their IBX^B 
promptly every year have always hud 
just grounds ior corapliiint the way

foreign 
bankrupt 
sales and 
auction rooms have been 
operated 
tbe city. 
The fact is that from 
of them has this

received one dolkr for license fees 
or commission. I would recommend 
thftt this council at or,C3 repeal the 
ordinance known as the -' itinerant 
me'chantf»' ordinance," p&Sced March 
llth, 1890, and that such an ordinance 
be passed in its stead as will place a 
fixed licecse per day upon each auction 
room operated in this city. 
The 5 per 
cent, commission is only used to ehiit 
the responsibility from one party to the 
other, and it places the city at the 
mercy of the auctioneer and trader,

I also want to call the attention oi 
your honorable body to one of the 
conditions in the lease made between 
the Swinney heirs av.d the city, which 
provides that the old city gravel pit 
shall b^ filled within three years from 
May 23 i, 1S93, as this time has expired 
and the pit has not been fiikd, and in 
view of the lact that a large amount of 
money 
has already been spent on 
Swinney park aud that a non-tulfill-

CLEVELAND May 27—Bishop Fowler 
presided at the opening session of the 
M. E conference today 
Surprise was 
created when Rev Dr. Goucher, chair- 
man ot the committee on constitution, 
made a suggestion that the whole mat- 
ter of the constitution, which has en- 
gaged the conference in debate lor 
over two daye, be referred to a com- 
mission of fiiteen, to conp.ist of six 
ministers, six laymen 
and three 
bishops, to leport four years hence. 
Lay Delegate Swarthout offered as a 
substitute that the question of consti- 
tution be referred to the people for a 
vote, in order thst it might 
represent 
the people. The substitute was prompt- 
ly tabled after a speech by Rev. Dr 
Chaffee. 
The motion was then adopt- 
ed and the matter was referred to the 
commission. 


Lieutenant Governor Mansuer, of 
Vermont, secured the privilege to make 
a report of the committee on arbitra- 
tion which authorized the secretary to 
communicate with the president and 
ask that the government of the United 
States enter into negotiations with the 
powers of Europe with a view of forever 
preventing the repetition of the Armen- 
ian outrages. 
It carried without a dis- 
senting voice 


Dr. J. B Young submitted the last 
report of the comoaittee on 
Sunday 
school and tracts, which was routine in 
its nature. It was adopted 
without 
debate. 


Dr. Swindell made the report of the 
committee on insurance matters. After 
stating the great saving which could be 
made possible by a church insurance 
plan, it recommended that the general 
conference adopt tho plan followed by 
the West Wisconsin conference for a 
mutual church insurance company and 
that the business of the company should 
be transected by a board of insurance, 
consisting of fifteen men, one from each 
general conferetca 
district, 
to be 
elected by the delegations, and five at 
large, to be appointed by the bishops. 
The plan was advocated by Dr Swin- 
dells in a prolonged argument in which 
he said that if adopted it meant tho 
saving of millions of dollars by hun- 


dreds of chu i ho.i. A discussion fol- 
lowed, but it was all in advccicy of the 
measure. 
General RussingcDndemned 
the scheme as visionary and imprac- 
ticable and E>aid it would result in a 
scandal as, he said, the Asbury Life 
Insurance scheme did. 
He denounced 
the idea o^^ the church in embarking in 
any business in the most emphatic 
manner. 


Mr. Wilson oiTfjred an amendment, 
which provided that the report be re- 
ferred to a committee of fifteen to be 
appointed by the bishops. 
This com- 
mittee was to carry out its provisions if 
found practicable. It was tabled by a 
small majority. 
The report was finally 
adopted by an ovorwhelming majority. 
A recess WAS tneu taken.

through the Ellic Point bridge and 
without a moment'a warning sixty-one 
souls were plunged into eternity.

just closing, but the rnaingernent had 
planned to make the d&y the climaz of 
the celebration. A military parade 
had been arranged to take place at 
Point Macauley, the nigged promontory 
that half git dies the harbor to the west 
of the city, and afterwards a sham bat- 
tle was to bei given. Rarly in the after- 
noon the crowd began making its way 
toward the parade ground. The main 
route from the city is by the electric 
line, w.hich creeses Victoria Arm on a 
bridge at Eilic point.

She was a Victoria woman 
who had accompanied himself and wife 
He then saw his wife's clo.ik appear 
upon the water. 
He called to a man 


to save her, and not iu vain, for the 
man swam to MrE. Foster's rescue and 
bore her to the laud. 


Superintendent Wilson, ot the Cana- 


dian Pacific railway 
telegraph, was 


driving a carriane containing his wilo 
and five children behind the ill fated 
car. His vehicle was swept down and 
ia a moment the entire fatmly was 
truggling in the water. 
With rare 


presence of mind Mr. Wilson succeeded 
in saving hia wife and (our of the chil- 
dren. The fi'th child, a little boy, was 
wedged beneath some wreakage and 
drowned.
